In all cases within the Council's area of supply 
the consumer shall, at no cost to the Council, provide a satisfactory cable trench on his property, for such 
service connection to the boundary line of the premises along a route indicated by the Manager 
Electrotechnical. 














In the case of a Temporary Builder's Supply, the connection will be a 30Amp (maximum) supply that will 
be conventionally metered until the connection is swung to the permanent supply which will be a Prepaid 
Metering. 














For Public Lighting and Gate House Controls, only a prepayment meter with a 30Amp (maximum) supply 
will be permissible.
